As .a medicine, rhubarb has been used 
since tue dawn of history. It is mentioned in 
Cninese manuscripts as far back as 2700 B.C. 
In England its -cultivation. íor medicinal 
purposes originated at Banbury, in Uxford- 
shire, in 17/7, and—-to-the-present day the 


hindustry.is still carried om ah that district. 


It was not till a comparatively recent date 
that its qualities as a dish worthy of being 
included in the daily menu became ap- 
preciated. 

It is not generally known that rhubarb and 
banana combined, make a delicious dish, A 
yarticulirly tempting form is ' Barbana

Seville oranges are: now at their best. 
Marmalade cries out to be made from them, 
and... since...tae “hausewife will robably 
respond to the cry, here are a few Fiat on 
the making of marmalade which may be 
helpful. 

he slightest suspicion of burning affects 
all jams; yet if they are not boiled properly 
they will fail to keep. A brass or copper 
pan is, for this reason, the safest vessel to 
use, since in it the jam does not boil over 
or burn so easily. A wooden spoon is an 
added security. The pots in which.the jam 
is put must be quite dry, and the cupboard 
in which they axe stored .should. be neither 
too warm (causing fermentation) nor damp 
(producing mould). It used to be a popular 
belief that jam must be allowed t6 cool before 
covering, but it is now acknowledged that 
as the presence of steam excludes air (the 
chief cause of deterioration) jam: should be 
covered while hot, 


ORANGE MARMALADE, 


Here is a recipe for orange marmalede 
which ] ave never found to fail. Slica 
twelve Seville oranges and two lemons thinly, 
removing the inner pith and pips. Weigh the 
fruit, and to each pound add three pints 
cold water. Let the whole remain covered 
in an earthenware vessel for three days, then 
turn the fruit into a preserving pan and boil 
gently until quite tender. Let it cool, weigh 
again, and to each pound of fruit add IIb. of 
sugar. Bring to boiling point, skim well and 
cook gently until the syrup stiffens quickly 
when tested on a cold plate. Turn into pots, 
cover with paper brushed over on both sides 
whe white of egg, and store in a cool, dry 
place. 
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_ Mask eight small timbale moulds with aspic 
jelly; decorate with a spray of chervil or a 
star or crescent cut from beetroot or pimento. 

Set the decorations with more aspic. Cut 
five -r six hara-boiled eggs into thin slices, 
spread each slico with anchovy paste mixed 
with a little cream. 

Put a slice of egg in each mould, then a 
layer of aspic. “ | 

On this. pot a curled anchovy fillet and 
another layer of aspic. 

Continue these layers of egg and anchovy 
until“the moulds are fnll, setting each layer 
with a little aspic. The top layer must be 
aspic. i ' ' 

Thesá are very quickly made if the moulds 
are placed on ice. Turn out when set and 
garnish with chervil or smal] salad.

- E*seerit has been “ar agis that, in 
order to prevent such damage as was 
recently caused at Greystones, Wexford 
aud Rosslare by heavy seas, groynes 
and breakwaters should be built to 
split up the foree. of the tide. 
Works of this kind are very costly, 
and it is doubtful whether they have 
always fulfilled the purpose for which 
they were intended. Where cliffs of con- 
siderable height are being undermined it 
is really impossible to stop the process ; 
but when the land is at, or near the level 
of the sea, a great deal can be done hy 
the planting of bent ss, the roots of 
which are very tough and hold the sand, 
forming a layer which is usually 
impervious to the waves. 

An even more suétessful method has 
bee tried in the. south-eastern part of 
} Essex, where erosion is very prevalent, 
because large areas of the land he below 
the level of the sea at high tide. A 
certain plant, known as Sportina 
.Lownsendi, which forms a curious and 
compact mass of grass-like vegetation, 
was introduced alony this part of the 
coast some years ago. It will take root 
even in mud, and crow rapidly, raising 
the level of the mud or sand several 
inches every year, until eventually the 
morass. becomes firm. drv land, and acts 
as « barrier against the encroaching tides. 
Large tracts of grazing land in Essex 
hata been reclaimed from the sea through 
the agency of this plant. I think it could 
be used to advantage .in many coastal 
}distriets in Ireland at small expense. all 
that is really needed being a little fore- 
sight on the part. of the landowners an:! 
local authorities.

The Shelbourne Hotel, which is se much 
in the public eye these days owing to the 
Papal Nuncio’s temporary residence there, 
derives its name from the old town house 
of the Earls of Shelburne, on whose site 
it stands. What was originally ‘ Kerry 
House ' became known as Shelburne 
House when the Hon. John Fitzmaurice. 
Karl of Kerry. was advanced to the 
dignity of Earl of Shelburne in 1753. 
The Earls of Shelburne (the ancestors 
of the present Marquis of Lansdowne), it 
need hardly be said, figured largely in 
the high polities of both England and 
Trelund: for many generations, as their 
descendants, the Marquesses of Lans- 
downe did in later times. William, 
Second Earl of Shelburne and First 
Marquess of Lansdowne, who was born 
in Dublin in 1737, was, it will be re- 
called, Primé Minister of England in 
1782. one of the few Irishmen who have 
attained to that exalted position. 
Durmy the lifetime of the third Marquess 
of Lansdowne, who, although a (member 
of the Trish House of Lords. lived most 
of his time in England, Shelburne (or 
Kerry) House became more or Jess 
deserted, and was sold in December, 1794. 
for £7,000. ' 

Shelburne House was a large béiek 
building. with gardens extending back- 
ward, with stabling, ete,, and other out- 
offices, on the site of which latter are 
built Kildare place schools and other 
buildings. The old mansion was con- 
verted into a barrack during the troubled 
period 1798 to 1803: it was afterwards 
taken down, and on its site were erected 
four houses, Nos. 28, 20, 30 and 31. In 
1820 Martin Burke converted No. 29 into 
a hotel, and subsequently purchased the 
remeinder of the block (Nos. 28. 30, 31) 
which he added to his hotel, and renamed 
it the Shelburne Hotel. The present 
line building is, of course, modern, but 
the mame nevertheless brings back 
memories of bygone Dublin.

‘The other day I came across a copy of 
the resolutions and orders for regulating 
the constables and watchmen of the parish 
of St. Michan’s in the year 1730. I was 
aniused to discover that if the constables 
found any person ' overtaken in drink,” 
instead of instantly arresting him, they 
were to see him safely to the nearest 
watch-house, and the watchman there was 
to take him to the next watch-house and 
so on until the inebriated man was con- 
veyed to his home. I can well imagine 


that in the days when, if you experienced 


a little difficulty in walking, all you had 
to do was to hail a constable, a police- 
man's life was decidedly not a happy one, 
since the task of piloting drunken men to 
their houses must have been one of his 
principal cuties, 

It is also interesting to find that in 
those days the constables were not ex- 
pected faithfully to discharge their office 
without the institution of an elaborate 
system of rewartla and penalties. To 
msure against slackness it is announced 
that if a constable fail in his duty he 
shall forfeit twenty shillings, which sum 
goes to the informers. This brings up 
before one visions of gangs ot professional 
touts spying on the police force, eager to 
snatch up the.coveted reward. However. 
there was another side to the picture, 
In order to stimulate seal, there is 
placed at the foot of the sheet an N.B. 
drawing the particular attention of 
“constables, watchmen and others ” ‘to 
the fact that, if. they apprehend a house- 
breaker. they will receive five pounds, 
while, if they capture a man subseyvently 
convicted of murder or robbery, they. will 
be given a reward not exceeging twenty 
pounds. As the total yearly wage of a 
watchman was five pounds ten shillings, 
it was obviously greatly to his advantace 
to arrest as many evil-doers as possible,

Actresses as Boys. 


It is often forgotten when producing, or 
even criticising, the plays of Shakespeare 
that lis feminine parts were written to be 
acted by boys. Later writers were able, 
with the admission of women to the 
beards, to solve the difficulties arising 
from youthful male parts which would be 
ill-acted by expericnced male players, 
owing to the years of the latter obtruding 
upon voice and figure, by introducing 
women in the dle of boys. The 
principal boy im the pantomime is 
traditionally played by an actress, and 
the variety stage has been much enriched 
by male impersonators. In more serious 
plays in modern times—in England, at 
any rate—there has been a kind of 
prejudice against this arrangement, and 
the result has beon noticeable in the 
dramatis persone, as well as in the 
jather ineffective attempts of middle-age 
men to play the part of boys in their 
‘teens. In Holland this prejudice has 
never obtained In the production in 
Dutch of ‘*‘ Journev’s End,” under the 
title ‘‘ De Groote Reis,’’ the part of the 
schoolboy subaltern is to be taken by 
Miss Nel Stants. She made her first 
great success in the part of Joan in 
Bernard Shaw’s “' St. Joan.” 


Brighter Prisons. 


The report on the administration of 
Home Office services in Northern Ireland 
for 1928, which has just been issued, con- 
tains a _ reference to the value’ of 
educational influences in prisons. In 
addition to the ordinary official pro- 
grammes of elementary education for the 
prisoners, educational classes have. been 
held regularly under the auspices of 
Toc H. It was stated that the 
dispositions of the prisoners seemed 
to be changing for the good, a change 
which the prison chaplain attributed to 
a considerable extent to the ameliorative 
prison treatment, and the classes, lectures 
and concerts organised by Toe H. During 
recent years vast changes have been made 
in the treatment of convicts in all parts 
of the world. .~In some-countries, indeed, 
leniency is carried too far—so much so 
that there are actually certain petty 
criminals who prefer to spend most of 
their time behind the bars. The food is 
good, the work is not arduous, and they 
are permitted excellent entertainment. 
I remember last year an example of the 
“modern ” prison was given, when 
twenty-one warders from a Berlin prison 
were charged with drinking, smoking and 
fraternising with the convicts. The 
amusimy side of the case was the fact 
that the true state of affairs was revealed 
by a letter from one of the quieter in- 
nates, who wrote to a newspaper com- 
plaining that he could get no sleep at 
nichts because of the noise made by the 
other prisoners and their wardér friends. 


Humanitarian Treatmeni. 


In the penitentiary of the State of Sao 
Paulo, probably one of Brazil’s most 
progressive States, the prisoners are given 
exceptional latitude. In this prison are 
900 convicts, all sentenced to five years’ 
or over. They are taught a number of 
useful trades, including that of the 
barber,. and. in addition, ‘they are 
encouraged to occupy their leisure hours 
in learning to draw, paint, sing and play 
musical instruments. There® is an 
excellent prison orchestra. “This experi- 
ment in humanftarian treatment has 
been developed during the six years when 
this prison has been Open, and haS proved 
so successful that, although the men. in 
their hours of relaxation in large gardens 
shaded by. trees and provided with seats, 
are allowed to talk to one another and 
yander about in groups, the wardey at 
the end of every long strip are en; -elv 
unarmed. ‘Despite the fact that me sy of 
the’ prisoners. are homicides,._ «° pital

While the plans put forward a few 
months ago for the development of Cork 
Harbour on the lines of a terminal port 
íor trans-Atlantic shipping have been 
virtually withdrawn, the interest on the 
part of the Ireland Corporation of 
America, who are desirous of financing 
the project, has in no way diminished. 
On the contrary, following the imspection 
carried out by their engineer, Mr. J.-J. 
Collins, a few days ago, it is safe to 
assume that they are more impressed than 
ever with the potentialities of the harbour 
for development, and fresh plans will now 
be submitted to the Commissioners’ for 
their consideration. ! 

For the simple reason that the Little 
Island proposal failed to take advantage 
of the natural construction and safety of 
the harbour, this scheme has never really 
been taken seriously. Modern require- 
‘ments of faster travel make it essential 
that the site selected shall be as near the 
entrance to the harbour as possible, and 
the first consideration is the provision of 
facilities so that the large ocean-goinc 
liners can come alongside at all stages of 
the tide with the minimum of delay. The 
elimination of tender services, however 
excellent they may be, makes for the com- 
fort of the travelling public, and by 
wiping out the hardships involved in 
transferring passengers and baggage from 
the liner to the tender a fillip would be 
given to the tourist industry. This has 
been realised by ‘the authorities in ports on 
the Continent. Too frequently this opera- 
tion takes place at Queenstown in the 
hours of darkness under anything but 
pleasant weather conditions. 


POSSIBLE SITES. 


Facilities to meet these requirements 
could be provided either at Cuskenny, as 
advocated under the Nicholson scheme, by 
the construction of a large pier or at 
Queenstown’ itself. The former | am 
would be the more costly. At the Deep 
Water Quay at Queenstown the railway 
and Customs examination offices are along- 
side the suggested wharves, while a few 
hundred yards away is a possible sea- 
plane base. In view of the interest taken 
in these two suggestions by Mr. Collins. 
it is not improbable that his next scheme. 
which will be submitted on Wednesday. 
will deal with one of these two places. 

Despite the very large expenditure that 
would be involved, the Cuskenny scheme 
is probably the better of the two; for as 
Mr. Richard Wallace, the Chairman of 
the Harbour Board, pointed out during 
the week, the construction of a 
‘free port’ is part and parcel of 
the development of Cork Harbour. 
Under ordinary circumstances, this 
aspect would scarcely” be worthy of 
consideration in his opinion, but the large 
extension of the Ford industry here within 
the past eighteen months has altered 
matters. Increasing natebers of vessels 
are required for transporting Cork’s 
tractor output to all parts of the world,

“CHOOL HOURS. 


The Cork School Attendance Committee 
gave scant ceremony to the suggestion of 
the local Child Welfare League that the 
hours of attendance at school should be 
altered to give the children a ninety 
minutes’ interval for the purpose of 
having a substantial meal. No reduction 
in the time spent in school was sought. 
but in refusing to eutertain the proposal 
the members of the Committee regarded 
the proposed alteration as one entailing 
considerable difficulties. *Not alone would 
it be almost impossible to get the pupils 
to resume punetually, but they dis- 
approved of the idea of keeping them 
confined in the class-reoms until 4.50 p.m.

He knew that in technical schools all over 
the: North of Ireland the good work that 
they were doing was being handicapped in 
two ways. The first was that pupils who 
came to them had not received the degree of 
education at the elementary schools or else- 
where which they ought to have received to 
enable them adequately to study in a techni- 
cal school. That was a matter which had 
been recognised for a many years. 
There was, however, a ray of hope that b 
better environment, by compulsory attend- 
ance under the provisions of the Act of 1923, 
in Northern Ireland they were gradually 
getting better attendances at elenientary 
schools. Bit by bit they hoped that that 
improvement would grow, and that the 
would have a larger proportion of pupils 
reaching the sixth standard before leaving 
than had previously been the case. 

The other handicap~and it was a very 
serious handicap, but he was glad to say 
that there was an improvement—was the 
irregular atcendance of children at school. 
It was a matter rather for the parents and 
pupils. It must be obvious to ev person 
that irregular attendancé at school was a 
great drawback from the pupil's own point 
of view. It was a great handicap to the whole 
class, and, in particular, it was a great 
handicap to the teachers. Both in elementry 
and technical schools they needed far better 
and far more regular attendance than hitherto. 
They had still a long way to go before they 
reached what ought to be their ideals. 


NORTHERN DOURNESS. 

In Northern Ireland, he said, they had 
been charged, and probably quite rightly, 
with dourness, amounting almost to rude- 
ness. He did not believe, however, that the 
hearts of the pom in Northern Ireland were 
any less tender towards their fellows than 
elsewhere. But it was a fact, as visitors told 
them, that they were lacking in attractive- 
hess, not purely because they were very re- 
served, but purely because they had a ten- 
dency to assért their indepéndence and 
emphasise their own rights to the full, no 
matter what other people's views or rights or 
feelings might be. 

He thought that botl by example and pre. 
cept teachers in technical schools could do a 
great deal to improve the manner of the 
young people who came under their influence. 


DISASTROUS EDUCATION. 

Moving a vote of thanks to Mr. Robb, 
Mr. Cecil Webb said that he looked upon 
education in England as being a rather 
disastrous affair. A fortnight ago he was 
viewing a schoolboys’ exhibition in West- 
minster, and, in his opinion, it Was eévery- 
thing that a schoolboys’ exhibition ought not 
to be. There was everything for parents to 
huy their boys, and no indication of what the 
boys could do. If that pourtrayed any indica- 
tion of the general trend of education in 
Kugland, he did not want that spirit in 
Northern Ireland. 

Professor Meredith, who described himseif 
as a casual philosopher, endorsed what they 
had heard from Mr. Webb, who said that the 
course of education was somewhat of a 
disaster. He would go a good deal farther 
than that and say that the course of educa- 
tion everywhere and universally was some- 
what of a disaster. It was paved with good 
intentions, and they knew what that meant. 
He had an incurable dislike of systematic 
education, not only in England, but in 
Northern Ireland. He could assure them that 
in Northern Ireland the results of education, 
as in all other parts of the world, were 
disastrous. Nevertheless. education, they 
knew, was necessary, and they could not do 
without it. That was one of the reasons why 
it happened to be disastrous. 


UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 

He would not, however, like to convey the 
impressiop that systematic education was 
more disastrous than many other things 
which have occurred in the world. He 
thought that there was a brighter side of the 
matter, but he cottid assure them that 
students coming to the University—he was 
not speaking of Queen's, because he had the 
experience of three English universities 
they could see the ill-effects of education on 
them. 

Proceeding, Professor Meredith dealt with 
the difference between cultural education and 
technical education. ‘The technical teacher 
was engaged in training people to do practical 
things, but the general edticationist was in a 
different position. He did not attempt to 
teach his a to be able to do anything in 
particular.

MAP-MAKING AND MEASURE 
MENTS. 


At a meeting of the Dublin University 
Engineering Society held in the Engineering 
School, Trinity College, Mr. RE. G. H. Mew, 
M.A, read a paper entitled “The Ordnance 
Survey.’ The President, Professor Ciark, 
M.A., B.Sc. (London), M.Inst.C.E., ,was in 
the chair. 

In the course of a very interesting paper 
Mr. Mew referred to the apparatus used in 
base-line measurement, on which depends the 
entire survey of the British Isles. He went 
on to describe the various methods of map- 
printing used in the Survey Offices in the 
Phenix Park, and exhibited a copy of the 
“ Millionth Map,” which is a masterpiece of 
the printers’ art. Mr. Mew then described 
the new levelling of England and the re- 
vision of maps in general. Finally he touched 
on aerial surveying. 

A vote of thanks to the speaker was pro- 
posed by Mr. C, J. Nagle and seconded by 
the Record Secretary (Mr..H. T. Baker), 

Mr. J. W. Griffith, M:A.E, a“ Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Society, congratulated Mr. Mew 
on afi instructive paper and referred to the 
extraordinary accuracy of the Ordnance 
Survey.

The Naval Conference. 


Truly, as the Bishop of -Ripon. said 
yesterday in Westminster: Abbey, we: are, 
““as it were, in the forecourt of events 
which are going te mark at least the 
rest of this twentieth century for. better 
or worse.” To-morrow, when the King 
opens the first plenary session © of the 
Five-Power Naval Conference, he will 
inaugurate an instrument which seeks to 
give tangible expression to the Pact of 
Paris on a scale hardly envisaged when 
that pact was signed. At such a moment 
sober optimism is a duty, and, ihdeed, 
there is much to encourage it; but we 
must not expect too much merely 
because we desire much. Few people, 
other than experts, realise, although they 
may know, the gigantic complexities of 
the problems which the Conference will be 
required to solve. The delegations will 
do well if they, contrive to agree to a 
scheme for the abolition of battleships: 
These monstrous produets of destructive 
ingenuity have become abortions of the 
deep. They cost millions of pounds, and 
traverse the ocean horrid advertisements 
of Mars. We admit that it is difficult 
sometimes to repress a certain bellicose 
feeling when we see a vessel’ like the 
Nelson or the Rodney steaming: down 
Southampton Water; yet these emotions 
do.us no credit. Furthermore, the value 
of the battleship in future wars is at 
least: doubtful, and certainly no country, 
except, perhaps, the United States, can 
afford these baleful. luxuries. 

Probably the Conference will make the 
proposed five years’ holiday in battleship 
construction a basis of discussion. Sach a 
scheme would suit Great Britain, the 
United States and the Japanese. French 
and Italian needs in the Mediterranean fall 
mito a different category and are inter- 
dependent. . These Mediterranean 
Powers and Japan have decided already 
that submarines are necessary for their 
protection, and the fact destroys the 
hopes that at one time were entertained 
for the banishment of: this. dangerous 
craft from the navies of the “world. 
We must avoid any manifestation of 
irritated disappointment, lest we lend 
colour to the criticisms of the 
Press, which avers that every Power 
is trying 10 limit the weapon most 
useful to its opponent. No one, 
except a Communist, will believe such 
nonsense, but history tells of many 
instances. where potentates and Powers 
have foregathered with the highest 
motives, and, failing to agree, have left, 
like Naaman, im a rage. Happily, the 
representatives 6f the five Powers show 
no symptoms of petulance. and we may 
suppose that, if they find themselves 
compelled to differ, they will part with 
good feeling, Indeed, the kmowledge 
that the world is standing at gaze ought 
to engender a determination that the 
Conference shall-not lack results. -

Latin in France. 


Some years ago there was high dispute 
over the pronunciation of Latin in the 
English universities. Attacks were made 
upon the traditional pronugciation of the 
public schools—that pronunciation which 
alone justifies the puns of the West- 
minster ‘‘Epilogue’’—and scholastic 
reformers urged a return to the hard 
consonants and open vowels which Cicero 
and Vergil probably employed. We say 
“ probably ” because the claims of the 
reformed pronunciation are based not on 
assured knowledge of the Roman method, 
but on the presumed analogy of Italy’s 
modern tongue. The issue may be 
reopened, but, for the time being, it seems 
to have been decided in favour of the old 
method: ~England’s. scholarship still is 
faithful to English tradition. In France, 
however, a like controversy is active, 
and there, too, the issue lies between 
tradition and reform. The French pro- 
nunciation of Latin is' not the English 
way—as many English and Irish travellers 
have discovered to their confusion—but it 
is not the reformed, or Italian, way: it 
is distinctively French. Twelve years 
ago, at the instance of Churchmen who 
desired a complete uniformity in the 
offices of the Church, Pope Pius X. 
advised the faithful in France to adopt 
the Roman pronunciation of Latin. In 
general the French clergy honoured this 
advice, apd to-day only three dioceses— 
Chambéry, Dijon and Nice—retain the 
French tradition of Latin speech. During 
the last couple of years, however, the 
stand against the Italian encroachment. 
has stiffened, and -many Churchmen, 
including the Archbishop of Chambéry, 
are taking an active part in it, Thereby, 
of course, they are guilty of no disloyalty 
to the Church; for the advice of Pope 
Pius X. was given merely in response to 
an appeal. It was in no sense an injunc- 
tion, and no sort of rebuke has been 
administered to, the dissenting dioceses. 
The case for the ‘‘ French ” pronuncia- 
tion of Latin is put vigorously by M. 
André Maury, a leader of the new Société 
des amas de la pronunciation francaise du 
latin. It is true, he declares, that the 
Frenchman who says Dominus vobiscum 
pronounces Latin badly—but not worse 
than he who says Dominous vobiscoum, 
“The language of the Romans’ has’ been 
deformed by the Italians, as by the other 
neo-Latin peoples: the Gregorianists must 
abandon the illusion that they are speak- 
ing the Latin of the early martyrs.” M, 
Maury’s criticism of Italianised Latin in 
France is twofold. In the first place, it 
digs a ditch between the sound of French 
words and that of the Latin words from 
which they are derived, thus turning the 
mother speech into a foreign’ language: 
In the next place—and here M. Maury’s 
ardour leaps into eloquence—patriotic 
Frenchmen owe a sacred duty to their 
native tongue. It embodies their genius 
and aspirations, enshrines their history, 
and links them with a past which was 
Gallic before it was Roman. “It is 
probable,’ he says, ‘‘ that Roman Gaul 
the beginning pronounced Latin 
after her own fashion. That fashion is 
ours; we must preserve it.” There can 
be no doubt that “ Irish Ireland ”’ will 
take M. Maury’s side in this controversy.

Eggs from India. 


Years have passed since. Ireland's 
advantage in the export of eggs to Great 
Britain was disturbed by the increasing 
competition of other countries. Excellent 
laws for the grading and stamping of 
Irish eggs before export have helped to 
recover lost ground, but the Irish industry 
again is affected by the recent legislation 
for the marking of English eggs. Now 
competition is increased still further. 1t 
is reported that the poultry-keepers of 
India are about to make a determined 
effort to capture the English market. The 
Poultry Association, an organisation sup- 
ported by the Government of India, has 
undertaken .to collect eggs from the 
United Provinces of Agra and Ondh at 


Lucknow, and to forward them by rail in 


wooden crates to Caleutta, whence they 
will be shipped in cold storage to Eng- 
land. A similar organisation, in London, 
will see to their marketing. The United 
Provinces are one of the most fruitful 
areas in India for the production of eggs. 
It is claimed that, during the winter 
months, 30,000 eggs are brought daily 
into Lucknow alone. The Poultry 
Association intends, for the present, to 
export. 72,000 eggs weekly to London. 
Such competition may become a serious 
matter for the Free State producer. The 
new system of marking gives English 
eggs the first preference, but there is no 
reason why those from the Free State 
should not obtain the second, The Irish 
exporter, however, seldom is willing to 
exert himself sufficiently to capture new 
markets of even to retain those which he 
has won. As an exporter of eggs to 
England, Ireland has an advantage in

As a matter of fact, 
the Irish banks’ deposit, current and other 
accounts at the 3lst ult. show a fall of some 
£555,000 when compared with those at the 
éist December, 1928.—Yours, etc.,.

index of national prosperity. When trade is 
brisk deposits tend to fall, because. business 


When -busi- 
ness is slack, money naturally accumulates in 
|} the banks’ depesit rooms. Judged by’ -this 
test, last year was not particularly good for 
Irish trade.” This is’not in accordance with 
the vitw generally held that a rise in de- 
posits fcrms satisfactory, if not positive, evi- 
dence of an increase in trade prosperity, and 
it shows also a misconception of the real 
nature of bank advances. Your statement, I 
think, might convey two false impressions to 
the reader—(1) that bank loans diminish de- 
posits, and (2) that the supply of bank money 
is constant, whatever may be the state of in- 
dustry and trade. 

As regards (1), it is not quite correct, to 
say that banks. make advances out. of the 
funds left with them by depositers, On the 
contrary, the immediate effect. of a bank loan 
is to increase deposits. What ‘happens Is 
that the bank opens a Joan account with its 
customer, crediting his current account with 
the amount of the Joan. -.' Deposits,’ of 
course, include balances held on current ac- 
count by customers as well as sums on de- 
posit receipt bearing interest. The borrower 
may elect to take cash, but in that case the 
money will turn up as a deposit in some other 
bank. The money lent out by banks is not 
lost to the banking system, and, as far as 
the cash holding of any particular bank is 
concerned, this maintains @ fairly uniform 
level through the mutual clearing house settle- 
ments. Deposits, on the other hand, increase 
in volume with every fresh loan made by @ 
bank. The safeguard against over-lending, 
and consequent over-expansion of deposits, 15 
the ‘‘ cash’ ratio ’’—t.e., the proportion: of 
cash when the banks ‘deem it advisable to 
hold against their total demand liabilities. 
In the Irish banks this ratio is usually about 
15 per cent.—a fairly high margin of safety, 
as in the English banks the ratio has fre- 
quently fallen as low as 12 or 10- per cent. 

As regards (2), nothing could be. farther 
from the truth than to say that there is a 
supply of money lying idle in the banks when 
it is not required for developing trade. The 
supply, on the contrary is directly dependent 
on the existing state of business and. trade 
activity, and the banks are merely the de- 
positaries of this current fund of liquid or 
short-term capital. If trade is brisk, with 
high or rising prices for agricultural and 
other exports, and a consequent stimulus-to in- 
creased exports, money is flowing mto the 
country, and, quite naturally, finding its way 
into the banks, increasing ‘their cash holdings 
and deposits, while. if trade is depressed, 
the general community is obliged to draw on 
its liquid cash resources held on deposit or 
current account at the banks in order to 
finance its normal expenditure. (on imports, 
etc.). The volume of bank deposits in the 
latter case, therefore, falls. ““ Advances 
may often actually increase during such a 
period, owing to the banks assisting their 
customers to tide over difficulties. If allow- 
ance is made, however, for the separate in- 
fluence thus occasionally exerted by advances, 
the periodic movements in deposits form, on 
the whole, a fairly reliable and direct guide 
to the upward or downward tendencies 1 
the trade situation —Yours, etc.,

tACING FIXTURES. 
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_At a meeting of the County Wicklow 
Farmers’ Union held at Shillelagh the 
Question of de-rating gave rise to consider- 
able discussion. 

The Chairman (Mr, Wallace Hammond) said 
de-rating had come to the farmers of Eng- 
land, and now they held their land free of 
rates. In the six counties of Northern Ire- 
land the same thing applied. On one side 
of the boundary between the Six Counties and 
the Saorstat they found farmers who were 
free from rates and taxes and on the other 
side men who had to pay thé rates that were 
levied. Could not some method be devised 
whereby agriculture in the Free State would 
be free from rating, and at the same time 
make it possible to raise sufficient money to 
carry on the needs of the county! 

Mr. W. Byrne said that if de-rating brought 
a burden on other industries and on other 
people the farming classes would not make 
much benefit out of it, and if the taxation 
was put on the come 4, it would not be 
very beneficial either. To his mind the best 
way of bringing about the de-rating proposal 
successtully would be if the British Govern- 
ment and the Free State would put their 
heads together and arrive at an understand- 
ing so that the time for the aa jane oe of Land 
Commission annuities might be extended, and 


that the amount of these annuities would be | 


reduced by about 50 per cent. He could not 
understand how de-rating could be carried 
out otherwise, as if the tax was to be taken 
off land and put on something else it would 
make the @ost of living more severe on the 
people generally. If some form of de-rating 
was not adopted it would be a bad job for 
the farmers, because they would not cs able 
to pay the rates. 
INCREASING RATES. 

Mr. Hopkins said that some years ago his 
rates amounted to £5 yearly, and now they 
were £40, 

Mr. Haskins said that at the last meeting 
of the Farmers’ Union Executive Mr. Wilson 
explained Mr. Hogan’s scheme regarding de- 
rating. His contention was that 4d. per lb. 
on sugar would pay the bill of de-rating. The 
farmer, no doubt, would willingly pay this 
4d. on sugar, but the labourers, who would 
also have to pay it, would be much harder 
hit. The solution of that problem was the 
suggestion that the farmer would pay his 
labourer 2s. per week extra in wages. 

It was proposed by Mr. Hopkins, seconded 
by Mr. Dagg, and passed, that the Farmers’ 
Union press upon the National Executive of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union to take every step 
to prepare evidence before the Commission 
with a view ‘to dbtaining full and complete 
de-rating for the agricultural community in 
the Saorstat, | 

The Chairman. said that he quite agrevd 
with the resolution. Their rates were in- 
creasing by leaps and, bounds, and what 
they had to consider was whether they were 
able to place their commodities on the 
market in competition with people who had 
no rates at all to pay. : 

NATIONAL WEALTH. 

At a meeting oí Cashel County Council, 
held to consider an invitation to be repre- 
sented at the De-rating Commission, Mr. 
McCluskey pointed: out that conditions in 
the Free State were very dissimilar to those 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. In 
the Free State, he said, agriculture con- 
stituted four-fifths of the wealth of the 
country, and manufacturing districts one- 
fifth. The reverse was the case in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, where indus- 
tries accounted for eighty per cent. of the 
wealth of the country. Mr. English said 
that he was in favour of de-rating, as he 
contended *that by relieving the agriculture] 
community of the heavy burden of rates, 
the towns would be certain to benefit by 
doing what they could to promote the pros- 
perity of the rural population. 
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SWEDISH GOVERNMENT'S 

POLICY ATTACKED. 


From REeEUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Saturday 

The important annual debate on the policy 
of the Government, which takes place in con- 
nection withethe reference back «of the Budget 
Iistimates to the Budget Committee, centred 
last night on the measures which the Govern 
ment propdses to introduce for the assistance 
of auricuture, 

Several deputies of the largest Opposition 
parties, the Social Democrats and the People’s 
Party, atlacked the duties which the Govern- 
ment proposes to levy on imported wheat. 
The Social Democrats, in the course of the 
debate, announced that they would support 
the cutting down of certain industrial dutiea, 
with a view of reducing production costs :n 
agriculture. 

The Government stated that the duties on 
imported wheat would be merely temporary, 
until replaced by other measures. 

The Social Democrats also opposed the 
estimated increase in the grant for national 
defence, and stated that they might ask for a 
further revision of the system of defence. The 
Government repled that the increase was due 
to arithmetical mistakes made at the time of 
the former revision of the defence system in 
1995. The Minister of National Defence 
added that international disarmament negotia- 
tions had so far little result, and had 
brought sbout an increase rather than a de- 
erease of armaments. He regretted the fact 
that several Powers who signed the Brussels 
and Geneva agreements regarding impfove- 
ment of trade conditions acted, in practice, in 
opposition to the agreements. 

If Sweden, said that Minister, applied the 
nolicy of Geneva she would be overwhelmed 
hy competition. Sweden should expect a great 
deal, he said, from the next conference deal- 
ing with a Customs truce.

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Describing Church conditions in Belfast, 
the Bishop of Meath, preaching yesterday at 
St. John's, Monkstown, Co. Dublin, appealed 
for aid from the Church in Southern Jreland. 

In the course of his sermon he said that 
they should not hug to themselves the privi- 
leges they had received in Holy Baptism. 
They should endeavour to give the blessings 
they had gained to those who had not got 
them. They should all take their share in 
the works of the Church. ‘they were bound 
to tell the message of Christ to those who 
had not heard it. He did not know how 
many of them were familiar with the great 
City of Belfast. He did not know if they 
knew much of the circumstances of the 
Church in that city, and how for many years 
he they had been striving to cope with the 
remendous problem of the influx of so many 
members of their Church into that city. 
Since he had lived there as a boy it had 
more than doubled in population, and it was 
interesting to note that the last census taken 
up there showed that the proportion of in- 
crease in the membership of the Church of 
Ireland had been greater than that in any 
other Church within the bounds of that city. 


EIGHTEEN THOUSAND CHURCH 
MEMBERS. 

In the south of that city was the great 
parish of Ballymacarrett, which contained 
something like 18,000 Churchmen. Three 
clergymen, with the assistance of a band of 


helpers and workers, and one or two paid’ 


workers belonging to the Church Army, were 
attempting to minister to that enormous 
number. “They had done wonderful work, 
but the late vicar had over-worked himself, 
and had had to Jeave. It had occurred to 
some of them in Southern Ireland—he hated 
to think that there was any division in this 
land of theirs—that something might be done 
to help their Church in this great parish of 
Ballymacarett. 

In consultation with the Bishop of Down, 
Connor and Dromore they had decided 
to try to start a mission by supporting the 
work of two clergymen. It was estimated 
that the cost would be about £700. ‘he 
Central Church Fund was subscribing £300, 
and the Diocese of Down another , $0 
that they would only require to raise. £320 
from Southern Ireland. It was a small sum, 
and he was sure that many a member of the 
Church in Southern Ireland would spend 
more than £320 on a new motor car in the 
course of that year. 

He had been in Belfast recently, he said. 
He knew the streets of Ballymacarrett ver 
well, and they were simply teeming wit 
people—hundreds of whom were members of 
their own Church—who had hardly ever 
soneee the threshold of a church or a mission 


all. 
UNEMPLOYMENT RIFE. 

There were, he continued, those whe might 
say that Belfast was such a wealthy place 
that it was well able to deal with this matter, 
but bundreds of its population were in ev- 
treme distress. Many of these people had 
been out of work for months: unemployment 
was rife, and people were living from hand to 
mouth, though with the improvement in the 
shipbuilding trade conditions for workers 
would improve. They wanted the old Church 
of Ireland to be brought together more closely 
than in the past. With the recent political 
changes there was great danger that it might 
be divided, but, thank God, that had not 
happened. In these rapidly changing times 
they could not tell what God might have in 
store for their Church? which they believed 
was the Catholic and Apostolic Church in 
this land.

The Irish flax markets have been smaller 
during the past fortnight, due to the seyere 
weather. Demand is good, and prices remain 
unchanged. ) 

With the Christmas stoppage and. general 
stocktaking, the yarns markets have been 
rather quiet. Locally, considerable quantities 
of damask wefts ond fine tows have changed 
hands at prices favourable to purchasers. 
Manufacturers with minimum yarn stocks are 
watching the market closely. Anything in 
the nature of general inquiry would lead to 
immediate developments, as yarn limits are 
now as low as they have been any period 
during the past decade. 

Spring buying has not actually commenced 
yet. Manufacturers are daily keeping their 
merchant friends in touch with the lowest 
prices possible to make goods. Indeed, in 
many cases, quotations are below cost, and, 
therefore, quite unsatisfactory from the manv- 
facturers’ standpoint. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasised that the present basis for 
linen goods is relatively cheap, and, there- 
fore, the linen trade ought naturally to ex- 
pect a steady, increasing demand for their 
manufactures. Orders that have been re- 
ceived are scattered over the qualities gener- 
ally manufactured. 

: THE MERCHANTS. 

Little fresh business has been placed since 
last report, but warehouses are busily en- 
gaged with stocktaking at the moment. There 
have been, Senacte tM some sorting-up 
orders placed in the housekeeping end, and 
some fair forward business has been negoti- 
ated. The situation in cambric and sheer 
goods trends towards improvement, as the 
policy of rigid contro] of stocks in the big 
stores in USA. pursued during the 
Christmas season has left most of the houses 
carrying these goods with little carried over, 
all of whieh points to an improved ‘demand 
shortly being felt. 

There is a moderate amount of business 
passing for white and coloured dress linens; 
the demand being from various markets, and 
principally for medium and better class 
fabrics. ure white dress linens are retain- 
ing their prominence, and inquiries coming 
forward indicate that these goods will be 
required in increased quantities during the 
coming season. The recent reduction in cost 
of dyeing will stimulate demand for all classes 
of piece-dyed linens, and enable merchants to 
compete on more favourable terms against 
Continental competition.

Last week's Stock Exchange record might 
have been more satisfactory both as regards 
the amount of business and the course of 
price movements. “There was some dis- 
appointment with the unfavourable turn of 
the monetary situation as represented by the 
revived French demand for gold and the 
weakness of the sterling-dollar exchange, hut 
it is considered that a lower Bank Rate is at 
least a possibility of the early future, and 
although the more speculative stocks have not 
shown up particularly well, the recent ap- 
preciation in the first-class investment issues 
is likely to be maintained. Hopes of still 
cheaper money are based on the gradual im- 
provement of the position of the Bank of 
England, the goid having now exceeded the 
Cunlffe minimum, while the reserve 1s at 
the highest point for several months past. 
‘As, also, further large amounts of gold are 
on the way-to this country, another half a 
million sovereigns having been received on 
Friday last, it would ‘seem that the French 
demand could be satisfied and’ the Bank 
remain strong enough to justify a reductior 
in the rate. 


UNDERGROUND ELECTRIC 
ISSUES. 


The market for Home Rails was interesting 
last week for an outburst of activity in the 
London stocks, particularly Underground

TIN RESTRICTION SPREADING. 

Steadily increasing support. is being given 
to the restriction in the hours of operation 
of tin-producing plants put forward by the 
Tin Producers’ Association as a remedy for 
the uneconomic price to which the metal has 
fallen. The basis of the proposal is the 
general abolition of Sunday labour or, where 
this is not practicable, the shutting down of 
plants for a minimum average of. thirty-two 
hours each week, Two weeks ago the number 
of plants which shut down was about B0. 
A week later this had risén. to 115, 
and this week-end the totai number 

plants shutting down is about 175. 
The movement has extended to. tin- 
fields throughout the “world. The groups 
which are carrying out the proposal include 
the Anglo-Oriental, with its large interests in 
Nigeria and Malaya, the Waugh, Hengler- 
Martin, Palfreyman, David, ont others. The 
total’ plants shut down include 60 operated 
under Chingse control. The Bolivian mines 
controlled by the Guggenheims’are also co- 
operating. It is probable that in addition to 
the weekly shutting down, a full week’s clos- 
ing will be agreed to at the end of this month 
and another in February. Another im- 
portant event in connection with the tin in. 
dustry was the completion last week of the 
amalgamation of the Anglo-Oriental group of 
companies into the London Tin Corporation. 
At the final meeting of the London Tin Cor- 
poration, Mr, John Howeson, the chairman, 
peinted out that after the merger the Cor- 
poration would control directly and indirectly 
an output of 20,000 tons of tin oxide per 
annum, and would therefore be by far the 
largest individual factor in the Empire tin- 
mining industry.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 
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A FIRMER UNDERTONE IN 
PRICES, 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Taken all round, there is again little im- 
provement to record in the tone of the provi- 
sion trade generally, retailers still showing a 
disposition to act cautiously. No official 
change is recorded in the .» nish official quo- 
tation for butter this week, which again 
stands at 280 kroner per 100 kilos, and 
although little or no change is recorded in 
spot prices there is a distinctly firmer under- 
current, Retail prices are now very reason- 
able, and this should stimulate the deinand. 
Some merchants are taking a more optimistic 
view of the situation, and show little disposi- 
tion to press for business in anticipation of 
an upward movement in “-e near future, as 
it is thon-ht that bottom figures have now 
been reached. So far as ba.on is concerned, 
Danish forms the bulk of the supply, offer- 
ings of English home-cured, Irish sides and 
rolls, Dutch, Swedish, Polish and Baltic cures 
all being in small compass. Market generally 
rules firm at an advance of 5s, for Dutch and 
Danish, and 5s. to 6s, for Swedish, according 
to sel.ction, but no change is recorded in 
lrish, after last week’s somewhat drastic ad- 
vanee. Production of eggs in Ireland at pre- 
sent does not appear to b> very large, but 
demand here is by no means brisk, and is 
easily supplied by other descriptions, which 
are fairly plentiful. Taking a general survey 
of the position, butter is considerably cheaper 
than at iuis time last year, but bacon is 
deare:; but at present there is no prospect 
of any reduction in quotations, because, as 
already noted, the aggregate supplies are 
below. the normal. There has been a marked 
falling off in arrivals from Canada, and there 
ar ““rs at present. no likelihood of any. expan- 
sion of the pig industry in the Dominion. 
Cheese prices are decidedly lower than they 
were a Year ago, but it is considered that the 
worst of the depression has been seen. Amert- 
can lard is cheaper, arrivals in 1929 having 
been somewhat larger than in the two pre- 
ceding years. Eggs ‘ruled at inflated values 
during the closing months of 1929, hut “re 
now obtainahle at much more reasonable 
figures. While the question of Empire Free 
Trade is now figuring largely in the Press of 
this country, it would he idle to claim that, 
in the present stage of Empire development, 
this country can feed itself from the NDom- 
nions alone. A study of the Board of Trade 
returns—to go no further—will show that we 
are still dependent upon foreign markets for 
the major portion of the food we need. Vast 
as may be the resources of the Dominions, it 
must ‘be recognised that a long period must 
yet elapse before this country can say with 
certainty that. Britain overseas can supply the 
United Kingdom with all th» food that is re. 
quired. Big developments in production and 
in rapid, cheap transport must take place 
before the Empire countries can be regarded 
as the sole suppliers of the population at 
home, quité apart from doing without sup- 
plies from foreign lands, many of which are 
amongst our best customers for manufactured 
goods, 

A quiet trade was experienced at Salford 
Cattle Market on Tuesday, but there was little 
change to record in prices as compared with 
the previous week, Fat cattle, dairy cows and 
sheen and lambs were all penned in larger 
numbers. There was a good show of Irish 
fat. and dairy cattle, but the number of lambs 
penned showed a substantial falline off, and 
was almost negligible.
